SINCIC  early  Saturday  evening 
a  posse  composed  of  the 
supermteadent  of  the  Wil- 
kin s.m  Road  Asylum  for  the 
criminally  insane,  and  two  of  the 
jail  ^ards.  has  been  following 
I  lie  Irail  of  throe  prisoners,  two 
white  men  and  a  Japanese,  who 
made  good  their  escape  from  the 
institution  shortly  before  6  o'clock 
Saturday  afternoon.  Last  night  Mr. 
h^rrant  and  his  two  men  wera  In  the 
vicinity  of  Nanalmo,  and  it  was  re- 
ported that  the  capture  of  the 
escaped  convict*  was  poastble  within 
a  abort  time. 

When  the  escape  of  the  three  men 
•was  discovered  Saturday  evening,  a 
search  party  wag'  immadiawy  organ- 
ised, but  the  trail  taken  by  the  fugi- 
tivea  was  not  discovered  until  Sunday, 
when  a  resident  of  \i<tyrla  Htated 
that  three  men,  two  whites  and  a 
J.ip.incM.-  h.id  ;iMk(<d  him  for  a  lift 
while    lie  on    lii.s   way     up  the 

Malahai  Ivo.oi  ui  the  morning.  He 
had  not  recognised  the  men  as 
eacaped  conTlota  and  had  taken  them 
as  far  as  Ihtwnigan  I^ke.  iTpon 
leaving  his  ear  they  had  proceeded 
north    on    ih'-  h:i:hway. 

It  la  lelieved  th.^t  later  they  aecured 
a  ride  In  another  northhound  motor- 
car and  reachc*  the  neighborhood  of 
Nanalmo  by  Sunday  evening,  with  thn 
Intention  of  creasing  oyer  to  the 
Mnlnland. 

The  method  of  their  escape  from 
the  Wilkinnon  Road  asylum  has  not 
been  reported,  but  It  evidently  in- 
volved a  cunningly  laid  plan,  aa  it 
wa.«  not  dlscoverad  until  the  nten  had 
made  a  clean  get-away  and  had  been 
gone  for  some  time.  No  Information 
could  be  secured  from  the  aj»ylum 
laat  nlirht  relative  to  the  terms  the 
convicts  were  ••.  rving  or  a  desorlptlon 
of   their  appe.'irance. 

Moveinfnta  of  tho  fugitives  Satur- 
day night  are  aa  yet  a  mystery,  but 
from  a  report  received  from  a  resident 
at  Patricia  Bay.  It  Is  probobl*  that 
they  travsled  to  that  point  via  the 
West  aaanlch  Road,  and  the  n  cronned 
over  In  a  l>oat  to  the  Malahat  Itoad 
In  the  vicinity  of  Mil;  llay,  where  the 
ShawnlRan  I,ake  Koad  begins.  The 
Patricia  Itay  re.iidejit  referred  to 
ntated  that  al)out  midnight  Saturday 
he  heard  yellln~  in  the  vicinity  of  hla 
house,  which-  sounded  aa  though  men 
Irera  calling  to  each  other.

I'rofrsMir  W.  P  Patcr'^on,  of  I'din- 
hwgh,  has  bcca  delivering  the  series 
«f  Gifford  lectures  in  Glasgow  this 
year,  and  among  these  one  of  strik- 
ing interest  was  given  on  the  subject 
of  "The  Religious  Mind."  After 
poiatiflg  out  that  the  supreme  figures 
in  religious  history  l^d  also  been 
great  on  the  intellecttui  side,  he  told

There  was, 
therefore,  this  sense  of  immediate 
eontart  -  '  ".od  and  truth,  but  there 
were  a  gn^i  variety  of  forms  by 
which  the  contact  was  felt  to  be  es- 
tablished. T*rocecding  on  this  theme, 
Professor  Paterson  dealt  with  varie- 
ties of  faith.    The  eomiBon  note  of 

religious  tliinkmg  was  faith,  and 
when  the  grounds  were  examined  on 
which  it  rested  it  was   found  that 

there  was  a  merh.iniral  faith  which 
depended  on  authority,  an  apologetic 
faith  which  discovered  arguments  in 
support  of  antecedent  l)elirf<:.  ami  a 
spontaneous  faith  which  had  roots  in

Professor  Paterson  probed  the 
question  of  religious  faith  somewhat 
deeply.

OKU  UP  SKTTLEMEIfT 

An  experiment  which  is  said  tu 
mark  a  new  phase  in  the  history  of 

colonization  is  being  tricd"in  \Vc»t 
Australia.  Twenty  specially  selected 
families  from  Great  Britain  form  the 
group  which  i!>  to  take  up  land,  200 
miles  south  of  Freemantlc.  The  party 
consists  of  twenty  men  with  their 
wives  a«d  from  sixty  to  sevaaty  clUI« 

(Ircn  The  men  represent  several 
trades  which  will  be  useful  in  build- 
ing up  a  new  coouBuaity.  For  in 
stance,  there  is  SB  cx-warraat  office 
shipwright,  R.N.,  an  ez-c  petty- 
officer  R.  N.,  ao  ex-sergeant  R.  E.  (a 
painter  by  trade),  a  dairyman,  a 
baker,  a  commercial  traveller,  an  ex- 
corporal  of  marines,  a  farmer,  a  car- 
penter, a  sadlar,  a  Uacksmith  and 
general  laborers.  Thia  group  is  to 
join  some  eighty  other  familes  al- 
ready working  on^tha  land  under  the 
scheme.  The  ground  for  settlement 
is  surveyed  and  blocks  have  been 
pegged  out  by  State  oAeiala  A  suf- 
ficient clearing  for  a  camp  is  ready 
(it  is  forest  land)  and  a  water  supply 
is  available.  The  group  is  to  be  set 
to  work  undfr  the  guidance  of  an  ex- 
pert Australian  foreman  until  a  cer- 
tain stage  oi  development  is  reached. 
Motor  traction  is  being  cmfloycd  in 
the  fcninp  of  the  giant'  trees  which 
defy  the  efforts  of  the  isolated  clearer 
of  the  tend. 

It  is  csthnatad  that  after  tw  .  r.^rs' 
work  it  will  be  possible  to  bring 
about  the  dissolution  of  the  Rroup 
as  such,  and  each  member  will  be 
come  possessed  of  from  100  to  160 
acres  of  land  with  bungalow  and  live- 
stock, the  cost  of  which,  $5,000,  he 
will  gradually  repay  to  the  State  of 
West  Australia.  Th.e  State,  in  the 
leaatime,  will  have  provided  a  school 
for  the  district.  The  existing  group 
or  groups  will  be  added  to  by  select- 
ed immigrants  from  time  to  time. 
De  von  and  Cornwall  have  already 
made  an  arrangement  with  West 
Australia  to  be  allowed  a  quota  of 
20  out  of  the  100  families  a  month 
fur  wli'.rn  acromniodation  ran  he 
found  under  this  plan  of  group  colon- 
ization.

His  idea  of  education  is  not  only  to 
train  boys  to  know  the  right  thing 
and  do  the  right  thing,  but  to  enjoy 
the  right  thing.  Boys,  he  says,  go  to 
school  with  the  wish  to  do  things 

rai!i<  r  than  to  Icsrn  things,  and  it  is 
through  doing  that  they  learn.  Speak- 
ing specifically  of  the  curriculum  he 
says,  among  other  things,  that 
science  teaching  has  been  altogether 
too  cut  and  dried,  too  schematic. 
W  li.it  he  wants  it  to  be  is  creative, 
dynamic.  The  business  of  a  school  is 
to  imbue  a  boy  with  the  ideal,  "each 
for  all  and  all  for  each."  That  is 
another  of  his  obiter  dicta,  for  Mr. 
Paton  is  retiring  or  about  to  retire 
from  the  teaching  professiun. 

In  paying  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Paton, 
The  Manchester  Guardilan  points  to 
-onie  i.f  his  mrthods  which  many 
teachers  could  emulate  with  advant- 
age to  their  charges.  In  school  and 
out  of  school  he  is  the  friend  of  his

Ilealtzing  the  lerriMe  iii'Tiai  «■  of 
the  fireti  which  started  in  a  iliou.s.md 
different  points  in  the  Japanese  cap- 
ital immediately  after  the  earth  had 
yawned  In  the  devastating  <ivake.  tJie 
police  otflelal  had  directed  that  the 
dased  and  bewildered  crowds  be 
herded  into  the  huge  military  clothing 
stores,  believing  them  to  be  a  safe 
haven  of  refuge. 

Rut  the  stores  themselves  caught 
fire  and  47,900  people  were  burned 
alive  In  an  Inferno  of  flame. 

Ever  since,  the  memory  of  that 
night  and  the  part  he  played  In  the 
tragedy  tortured  the  mind  of  the 
police  official.  Mis  mentnl  distreas 
culminated,  finally,  in  the  suicide  ao 
characteristicaly  Japaneae  in  Its  man- 
ner. 

Professor  Coarey  was  told  the 
story  by  the  surviving  police  ehlcfa 
who  came  to  bid  him  farewell  the 
day  before  he  sailed  for  North 
America.
